(CPD—Most 
of the 77 victims of Wednesday’s 
fiery airline crash survived the 
impact only to die of suffocation 
and burns in a scrambling at­ 
tempt to escape, early medical 
reports indicated today.

Conway, told newsmen today that 
two engines had failed and an­ 
other was not giving full power 
when the plane plunged into a ra­ 
vine near Richmonds Byrd Air­ 
port.

Kirnitschnig, acting 
Virginia state chief medical ex­ 
am iner. said autopsies on the first 
17 of the victims showed that all 
died of suffocation. 


These findings, compiled with 
the fact that many of the bodies 
were packed closely together in 
the wreckage, indicated a frantic 
jam-up at the door as flames 
flashed through the craft. 


Conway, talking to the press 
after giving his account of the ac­ 
cident to federal officials, said 
the first sign of trouble was a
